amen, who has gone to join Osiris” 
—and s0 deljeately embroidered 
with a line of hieroglyphics, as ‘‘li- 
vine Tutankhamen, beloved son of 
Ra, lord of two lands, divine King,” 
80 appealing in its inlay of bluish- 
green porcelain in the _ horizontal 
lines with the keys of life and death 
and the emblems of Isis that the 
eye must always return to it. 
Great Sacred Eyes. 

On one side of this canopy ire 
two great sacred eyes and it is al- 
most as if behind the pupils one 
could detect a strong personality, 
awed onlooker’ to 
gaze into them and pay homage ard 
tribute for the privilege of standing 
in the presence of the magnificence 
of the mighty dead. 

Tutankhamen’s gods have fled. 
These who live in Egypt no longer 
believe that his double still needs 
the material things of life. For there 
fees not exist that underworld 
which he must traverse in his little 
cockleshell of a pink boat, the pagd- 
dles of which rest pathetically be- 
side the outer canopy for him to 
seize when the soul re-enters thé 
body and _ the immortal, perfect, 
purified’ Tutankhamen arises from 
the dead to make his journey to the 
Filysian Fields. 


The tomb, canopy on.canopy, the 
treasure—and some day in the not 
far distant future, the mortal re- 
mains—are now peep shows. There 
is the antechamber already de- 
scribed. At its northern end is a 
solid brick wall with a doorway,’ six 


|feet high, four feet and four inches 
| wide, with a wooden jamb across the 


top for the support of the 
tons of solid rock. Right and left 
of the door are life-sized statues of 
the King. which glisten black and 
gold in the glare of the _ electric 
lights. About the height of a man’s 
head gleams a strong light. The 
has 
not been removed. There are about 
two square feet remaining at the 
bottom in theTéft-hand corner. This 
mass is composed of large loose 


| stones, piled into the doorway, and 


over the stones there is a plaster or 
cement two inches thick. 


Effect Is Exaggerated. 
Filling the vision, as one gazes 
through the aperture of the door- 
way, is the canopy, which is about 20 
feet long. 16 feet wide and 10 feet 


high, curved slightly at the top like 


the ancient Egyptian shrines. 

Because the mortuary chamber 
fits the canopy so closely the rock 
might be another canopy. The ef- 
fect is exaggerated. It seems to 
loom beyond measure, appallingly 
large and magnificent. 

Howard Carter was asked if it had 
been robbed. He thought not. but 
said that it bad undoubtedly’ been 
opened since the original sealing, 
though possibly by inspectors, who 
visited the sepulcher a score or more 
years after Tutankhamen’s death to 
see the extent of the violations of dy- 
nastic robbers. Callendor, Carter's.
